The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The electrical test 
circuit of Group I lacks matching the deviation of the test signal to the reference signal 
found in Group II. The method of Group II lacks a third input configured to receive a 
normalized reference signal, a D-type flip flop, and a shift register found in Group I. 

In the event that Group I is elected, this application contains claims directed to 
more than one species of the generic invention. These species are deemed to lack 
unity of invention because they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1.
